Details of the Hotel Royal 
Disaster. 


onty Five Bodies So Far Recovered— 
Many in the Ruins. 


One Hundred Inmates of the House 
are Still Missing. 


‘| Tottering Walls Prevent a Search for the 


Dead—Frightful Scenes and Daring 
Deeds — Narrow Escapes— 
7 Saved by an Umbrella. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

New York, Feb. 7.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] A disaster appalling in 
horror, bringing to memory the terrible 


occurrence in Park Place, still fresh in | 


the public mind, occurred in this city 
early this morning. The Hotel Royal, 
that well-known landmark, which has 
stood for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury at the southeast corner of Sixth 
avenue and Fortieth street, was burned 
to the ground, and a large number of 
people were burned, suffocated and 
crushed in the ruins. At the time of 
the disaster there were nearly 150 
guests in the house, andthe hotel em- 
ployés, all told, numbered fifty-five. 
Of this number of people five have thus 
far been found dead, six are‘in the hos- 
pitals and sixty-three have been re- 
ported alive. One hundred are still 
missing. The number of dead will 
probably not exceed, at late estimates, 
thirty. 

The scenes were heart-rending and 
appalled even firemen and policemen 
who are used to terrible sights. Soon 
after the fire broke out ambulances ar- 
rived from various hospitals. Many 
physicians, whose residences are in the 
neighborhood, were quickly on the 
scene and didall they could to relieve 
the injured. Nearly every one of the 
124 rooms which the hotel had on its 
five floors was occupied last night by 
guests, many of them transient. In 
fact, all the rooms, save four, had been 
taken at 1 o’clock this morning, when 
Richard Meares, the proprietor, went 
to bed. When the fire burst forth, from

THE FIRST ALARM, 

At 8:05 o’clock Mrs. Isabella Meares. 
wife of the proprietor of the hotel, 
awakened her husband, telling him the 
house was on fire. She heard thecrack- 
ling of the flames and saw the smoke 
coming through the crevices of the bed- 
room door. Meares had only retired at 
1 o’clock and was awakened with diffi- 
culty. He sprang out of his bed and ran 
into the hallway. Volumes of smoke 
filled the halls and the flames were mi&k- 
ing their way rapidly up the elevator 


shaft. Their apartments were on 
the third floor and forty feet 
from. the stairway. glance 


at the situation was enough to tell him 
the story, He ran backto his wife’s 
room and shouted: ‘‘Now you follow 
me,’’? snatched up his coat and again 


ran into the hallway. He fought his. 


way straight to the staircase, suppos- 
ing that his wife was close behind him. 
The passage-way was choked with dense 
smoke, which almost strangled him. 
Then isacrban his overcoat over his 
head to prevent suffocation, he bent his 
head low and groped his way to tlhe 
bannisters, on which he placed his left 
hand. The

| singed. His situation was perilous. To 


run down stairs for two flights meant 
death, and so ah | himself over the 
hand-rail he dropped to the ground 
floor: He landed on his feet without a 
broken bone, and made his way to the 
stfeet. Meares was one of the first to 
leave the burning building, and when he 
made his exit not a fire engine had ar- 
rived. But even in those few minutes 
the flames had gotten a grip on the 
fated structure and were shooting from 
allthe windows on the upper floors. 
When Meares reached safety in the 
street he t realized that his wife 
was not At that moment a 
hook and ladder company arrived. A 
ladder was quickly placed in position to 
the window, which he said was his 
wife’s room. Up the ladder Policeman 
ran. . The window selected was

Meares 
ran up the ladder, too, and stepped off 
tothe roof of the veranda over the en- 
trance of the office to steady his wife as 
she came down. She was very nervous, 
and in making the descent slipped, fell 
to the sidewalk, and was picked up with 
a sprained ankle and several bruises, 


rang an alarm, which was followed 
by two calls for ambulances. 
AWFUL SCENES. 

The scenes at the fire before the fire 
companies arrived were heartrending. 
One man, whosé home is not known, 
sprang from a.third-story window and 
was dashed to death on the ground be- 
low. People turned their faces away, 
horrified at the sight. This was on the 
Sixth-avenue side of the building. <A 
moment later a man leaped from a win- 
dow ‘on the Fourtieth-street side and 
was instantly killed. Shortly after- 
ward two women jumped from windows 
on Sixth avenue, and were dead when 
picked up, Their hodies were taken to 
the Thirtieth street station-house, 
and afterward, unidentified, were re- 
moved tothe morgue. At that hour the 
known dead numbered four. Several 
others dropped from windows or slid 
down ropes, with which every room in 
the hotel was provided, and escaped 
with severe bruises, while many more 
had been injpred in some way while go- 
ing down 
the hands of the ambulance surgeons 
from the Bellevue and New York hos- 
pitals.” The surgeons had their hands 
full in taking care of the injured and 
maimed, 

All this time the fire was raging 
fiercely and,it was evident that the 
building was doomed. The structure 
barned like tinder. The work of 

RESCUING THE GUESTS 

still went on, and many were taken 
from windows by firemen: and police- 
men. Sergeant Ward and Patrolman 
Philips, of fire patrol No. 2, went on 
the fourth floor front and. rescued Wal- 
ter H. Phelps and wife, taking them 
down a ladder safely. They succeeded 
in saving Mrs. Samuel Knapp, who was 
about to leap frem one of the windows 
of the third floor. 

Frederick Uhiman had been a guest at 
the hotel for years, and lived with his 
brother Simon and their mother. The 
two latter yesterday went to their coun- 
try residence at Lakewood, N. J. Mr. 
Uhlman had gone to bed shortly after 1 
o’clock and was sleeping soundly when 
he was rudely awakened by acry of 
“fire”? ‘the screzms and shouts for 
help of inmates of the house. He ran 
from. his réom on the second floor, di- 
rectly over the office, into the hall, 
found it filled with smoke, and was 
forced back into his room. Again he 
made the attempt and. falling over so.se 
obstacle in the passage-way, succeeded 
in making his way downstairs. He 
escaped with only an overcoat to cover 
his nakedness. Mr. Uhliman lost 
everything in his room, including $1 2,- 
000 in cash. General checks, notes 
and other valuable business documents 
were lost. Despite his loss, however, 
Mr. Uhiman was cheerful today, for he 
said “If my mother and brother had 
not gone away on Saturday they would 
have been burned.’’ Among the

These escapes occurred before the walls 
of the building fell, while the firemen 
were doing, their utmost to stop the 
progress of the flames, which threat- 
ened to envelop the adjoining buildings. 

When the walls fell people were,seen 
at several windows on the top floor, 
‘crying for help, but they fell back and 
were soon buried in the ruins. The 
flames of the burning building illumined 
the sky for miles around’ and drew to 
the scene an immense throng of people. 
The-fire lines were strictly drawn and 
maintained during the entire day and 
none save persons authorized to enter 
by reason of their official position were 

allowed within the boundaries. The 
news of the disaster spread through the 
length and breadth of the city, and 
friends of those who lived in the hotel 
hurried to the spot.in fear and trem- 
bling. 

One of the most thrilling escapes was 
that of a young man named J. Noonan 
-of Jersey City. Noonan was recently | 
married and had just returned from an 
extended wedding trip. Hecame tothe 
city yesterday to celebrate the event 
with his friends and after a night of it 
went tothe Hotel Royal and took a room

AT THE MORGUE 

The same scenes were’ reénacted 
which characterized the Park Place 
disaster. At 8 o’clock the first dead 
wagon arrived from the scene of the 
holocaust, bringing four unknown bod- 
ies. At 10:15 o’clock the body of H. 
J. Levy, a traveling salesman, was 
broughtin. Miss Mamie Flaherty came 
with two of her friends to inquire after 
Kate Reilly, a chambermaid, who, she 
said, had gone on the night watch and 
was without doubt dead. Bliza Brady, 
of No. 40 Chambers street, came to in- 
quire for her sister, Ann, employed at 
the hotel. She failed to find her and 
left, weeping bitterly. Several per- 
sons called to see if a Mrs. Van Norden 
was among. those whose bodies were 
recovered. She was the wife of a trav- 
eling salesman. 

THE LANDLORD'S STORY. 

Richard Meares, proprietor of the 
Hotel Royal, said today that he went to 
the clerk’s desk about 12:30, and as- 
certained that all but four of the 110 
rooms and suites in the house had been 
taken. He estimated that there were 
about 180 or 140‘people in the house, 
all told, atthat hour. He learned later, 
he said, that the other four roonis were 
taken before l a.m. He told his exper- 
ience as related, and also various inci- 
dents connected, with the fire. Mr. 
Meares says that when he reached the 
street, in a half-dazed condition, he re- 
alized for the first time that his wife 
was stillinthe room. He ran frantic- 
ally up and down the street. No one 
was insight. Overhead the flames were 
leaping from the elevator cupola in great 
sheets. Hurriedly the engines began to 
‘dash up, and then the air was filled with 
shouts and cries of distress. The in- 
mates of the building had suddenly 
awakened to asense of their danger. 
Heads aepeers at every window, 
quickly followed by volumes of smoke 
and tongues of flame. Amid the babel 
of voices Meares detected a familiar 
cry. He appealed to the foreman of a 
ladder truck and in an instant the top 
of. a ladder rested upon the window 
ledge. Pushing aside the fireman the 
landlord scaled the ladder himseif. He 
found he had mistaken the window, but 
saved a life, for he took down a half 
senseless, white-robed figure, and then 
turned the ladder till .it stood beneath 
his wife’s window. This time a slender 


young man, a s too quick 
for him, beating hin e window 
by half a length Be the ladder. 


Half way down either the young 
man missed his footing or his strength 
gave out, for he dropped Mrs. Meares. 
Half crazed, the husband says, he does 
not know whether he fell or whether he 
clambered down the ladder, but he 
started to find his wife, when a big 
policeman with a heavy black beard, 
whose name, he says, he would give a 
considerable sum to ascertain, stopped 
him and demanded to know his business. 
‘‘T am proprietor of the hotel,’’ he said, 
‘and am looking for my wife.’’ At 
this, he says, the officer shouted to a 
fellow policeman: ‘‘Here’s the owner 
of the building. Don’t you think he 
better have looked after his house in- 
stead of his wife?” At this thev 
laughed, and despite his urgent en- 
treaties he was not permitted to follow 
Mrs. Meares, and it was not till an hour 
later that he learned her fate. 

Meares said that the spectacle for 
twenty minutes afterhe reached the 
street was beyond his powers ‘of por- 
trayal. Menand women at the upper 
windows, clad only in robes de nuit, 
shrieked and gesticulated frantically, 

and were only prevented from jumping 
by firemen, who shouted encouragement 
tothem. But the flames waxed fiercer,; 
and presently a human form plunged 
from the fourth story and struck the 
street headforemost, while blood and 
brains splashed upon the bystanders. 
Another and another shot downward 
until three bodies lay bleeding and 
motionless. Mr. Meares, said he could 
stand no more, and got away from the 
horrible spotas quickly as possible, 
Aside from severe burns he was not in- 
jured.

A REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 

A guest who probably had the most 
narrow and at the same time the most 
miraculous escape was M. L. Harman, a 
traveling salesman for a St. Louis 
grocery house. He registered at the 
hotel on Saturday night with his wife. 
‘IT had a room on the sixth floor,’’ said 
Harman, ‘‘and was aroused from sleep 
bya loud, crackling noise and the sound 
of a whistle, which, I think, was from 
one of the engines on the elevated 
road. I opened my door and found the | 
stairway leading to the lower floors in| 
a blaze. I then went to the window 
and opened it and there seemed to be_ 
as much smoke on the outside as in the 
hallway, forthe room was soon filled. 
Both my wife and I would have suffo- 
cated in the room had we not takentwo 
towels which we soaked with water. 
These we used to keepthe smoke out of 
our lungs by. holding them over our 
mouths and nostrils. I tried to finda 
fire-escape near the window, but there 
was none, and | thought at one time 
we should never get out of the 
room alive. It was certain death to 
jump six stories, and it was that or burn 
todeath. Isaidto my wife: ‘Mattie, 
Tam going to shoot you ‘and kill my- 
self.’ I concluded it would be better to 
die that way than to be burned to death, 
and as I always slept with a revolver 
under my pillow, I hurried to the bed 
to get it. By this time flames were 
coming up through the cracks of the 
floor and door. Just as I was about to 
shoot my wife the floor fell with a 
crash and we went down probably two 
stories. The flooring stopped opposite 
a window, and my wife jumped out and 
landed on a portico beneath. A rope 
was hanging out of this window, and 
with this assistance I managed to get 
down another story, but there I slipped 
and fell to the portico beside my wife. 
I picked her up, but was unable to carry 
her, and was almost suffocated, and the 
fallhad injured me. Iwas endeavor- 
ing to reach a ladder when two firemen 
took her from me. How I reached the 
street I do not know.”’ 

Harman is confined in bed at the Ged- 
ney House. His hands and chest are 
severely burned and his hair and eye-| 
brows are singed. He was told today 
that his wife is being cared for at one 
of the hospitals and that she is not fa- 
tally injured. It is believed, however, 
that she is one of the dead. 

} SAVED BY AN UMBRELLA. 

There was not even a rope fire escape 
in the room on the second floor which 
Felix Kraemer, a salesman for Stein- 
way & Sons of New York, occupied, and 
had it not been for Kraemer’s experi- 
ence at hotel fires and an umbrella he 
would probably be numbered among 
the victims ‘HadI not had a strong 
umbrella I should either have been 
burned or’killed by jumping,’’ said Mr. 
Kraemer. ‘‘I have been burned out at 
hotels three times now. At the fire at 
Warrensburg, Mo., a guest escaped by 
using an open umbrella to ease his 
flight from an upper story window. I 
never forgot it and since I have 
always been provided with a strong 
umbrella for an emergency As 
soon as ! reached the window I 
opened my strong umbrella quickly and 
carefully and put a shawl strap over it, 
so as to prevent it from turning inside 
out. Then I made the leap. aid not 
go sailing gracefully out into the air 
and land lightly onthe ground, but I 
landed without any broken limbs and 
am allright now. The umbrella par- 
tially turned inside out just before 
I reached the ground and I got 
something of a jar, but I] should think 
myself lucky ifI had escaped with a 
broken leg, for I never before saw a fire 
burn so fiercely as the one which con- 
sumed the hotel. 

TAKDY FIREMEN. 

“I ran into the oftice as soon as I. 
reached the ground. I wasthe first per- 
son to get out of the hotel and I cannot 
imagine how any guests got out alive. 
I saw Meares and the night clerk in 
the office. ‘For God's sake,’ I 
cried, ‘why don’t you turn in a fire 
alarm?’ I went to the Gedney House, 
registered, and secured a suit of clothes 
which did not fit me and returned to the 
fire. Even at that time the fire de- 
partment had not yet arrived, and men, 
women and children were atthe win- 
dows screaming for some one _ to 
save them. I. saw two three 
people jump from windows. It 
was ten minutes after I returned 

to the fire before’a ladder was raised 
Nto any window. I heard that there 
were more than 160 ~~ in the 
house when I got out, and I cannot un- 
derstand how more than twenty of them 
escaped with their lives. It will be a 
dificult macter to convince me that 
many of them were notroasted, There 
} Was a court inthe rear of, the hotel. 
Many of the windows of inside rooms 
overlooked it. Here I believe dozens 
of people lost their lives,’’

MRS. BEECHER’S MEMORY. 


It Appears to Have Become Unreliable 
in Her Old Age. 


Statements Which Do a Grave Injustice to 
an Indianapolis Congregation—Some 
Glaring Inaccuracies Cor- 

rected by the Members, _ 


Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher, in her 
series of reminiscent articles published 
in the current uumbers of the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, has been guilty, it seems, 
of making some erroneous statements in 
regard to her own and her husband’s ex- 
perience in Indianapolis, when Mr. 
Beecher was pastor of the Second Pres- 
byterian Church of that city, and the 
trustees of said church have made bold 
to call Mrs. Beechef to order, by dis- 
patching her a letter, calling her atten- 
tion to the inaccuracy of her statement, 
and requesting her to amend that state- 
ment in as public a manneras it was 
made. Not only did Mrs. Beecher not 
reply to this letter, but in a subsequent 
article in the same magazine she reiter- 
ated substantially the same statement. 
The trustees waited a respectable length 
of time, and decided to make the whole 
matter public andtotry to give it as 
widespread publication as the original 
articles of Mrs. Beecherhad. This they 
felt was due the church, which is by im- 
plication repeatedly charged by Mrs. 
Beecher with wanton misrepresenta- 
tion, neglect and all the other un- 
christian shortcomings that congrega- 
tions are sometimes guilty of, The 
Second Church has always had many of 
the best-known people in the city in its 
membership, who refute the charges in 
Mrs. Beecher’s papers. 

The substance of the letter sent to 
Mrs, Beecher and now made public is as 
follows: 

,OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, 
SECOND PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec, 11,-1891. 

Dear Mra. Beecher: Some statements con- 
tained in reminiscences of your lamented 
husband, Henry Ward Beecher. which you 
have caused to be widely published concern- 
ing his pastorate over the Second Presby- 
terian Church of this city, have so grieved 
and pained the members of this church, by 
reason of the gross errors therein, that the 


trustees have felt obliged to officially pre- | 


sent from the records in conclusive form 
the errors complained of to the end that 
we may secure your correction thereof. 
And further, that should these errors have 
gone too far for correction in the text of 
any publication yet to appear, that rectifi- 
cation may be made in foot notes or ad. 
denda. 

Twos 
they recently appeared from your pen in 
the Ladies’ Home Jotrnal, to-wit: 

“With a salary of $600 a year it was not 
an easy task to secure a home, and it 
seemed asit the Lawrenceburg experience 
was to be gone through with again: 
one place to another we moved, until at 


last there was a small place for sale at a_ 


price which we would have thought in the 
East exceedingly cheap. The house was a 
one-story, having two small rooms only, 
one small bedroom and a broad veranda 
which could be used fora kitchen. Some 
of the people offered to buy this place for 
us if, by living on $500 a vear, Mr. Beecher 
could each year pay $100 a year until the 
house was paid for.

The fact 
is, as shown by indisputable records, that 
at the time uf the house-purchase  transac- 
tion referred to Mr. Beecher was receiv- 
ing $1000 instead of $600; that he di- 
verted not $100,-but$200, annually of his 
salary toward the purchase of not one but 
two one-story houses of four rooms each, 
the use of both of which houses were at 
his disposal, one of them being occupied 
by yourselves and the other by Mr. Beech- 
er’s brother, Charles; that when paid 
out both houses, with their grounds, be- 
came Mr. Beecher’s property, and upon 
their sale the entire proceeds went intoa 
larger two-story house which he owned and 
occupied in this city, and which he deeded 
to Dr. Bullard in 1852 for $2700, as shown 
by the county records. Do you not see that 
this statement, as you make it by implica- 
tion, makes his congregation niggardly 
and mean, instead of the noble and gener. 
ous-spirited people which they were and 
which Mr. Beecher characterized them? 
By a singular providence, as it would seem, 
though fifty years have elapsed, the records 
establishing the facts as set out are still 
preserved with vouchers and receipts iu 
Mr, Beecher’s own writing, showing the 
salary at $1000, as stated.

Blaine Not ««In It.”’ 

Secretary Blaine has addressed to J. 
S. Clarkson, chairman of the National 
Republican Committee, an unequivocal 
letter declaring that he is not a candi- 
date for the Presidency and _ that _his 
name will not go before the National 
Republican Convention. The letter is 


and is printed elsewhere in Tue Times. 

The announcement is an important 
one. Mr. Blaine’s decision sets at rest 
all doubts as to his position in the com- 
ing Presidential race, clears the polit- 
ical sky and simplifies the situation. 

So long as his attitude continued 
doubtful and his relations to the Presi- 
dent remained an unsolved problem, so 
long would the element of uncertainty 
have lowered about the scene of the 
contest for the Republican nomination, 
with the chances favoring Mr. Blaine in 
an up-and-up struggle with Mr. MHar- 
rison. 

Now the contest will take ona new as- 
pect. The Presidéfit's’ popularity and 
hold upon the Republican party are by no 
means such as to make his calling and 
election sure. Another Richmond may 
enter the field who will *‘wind”’ him inthe 
race as effectually as the Premier would 
have done. There are McKinley and 
Gresham, not to speak of a quartette 
of other avaliable Republican states- 
men, who might enter the lists with a 
good prospect of overcoming the Presi- 
dential aspirant.

Unappreciated Philanthropy. 


Senator Stanford's wild-eyed scheme 
to provide landowners (including him- 
self) with Government money at 2 per 
cent. continues to be made the subject 
of unfavorable criticism on the part of 
the independent press. The Boston 
Herald thinks the combination of Sena- 
tors Peffer and Stanford ona scheme to 
convert the Treasury into a pawnbrok- 
er’s shop is a sight to make the good an- 
gels weep. The Philadeiphia Inquirer 
‘asks what Stanford wants with silver 
if Government notes based on farm 
mortgages would furnish a sound circu- 
lating medium. The St. Louis Star- 
Sayings cynically observes that Stan- 
ford should not try to make the country 
pay the ‘expenses of his ‘little boom; 
that if he wants to help the professional 
political farmers he can best do it by 
opening up his barrel and making a try 
forthe Presidency. The Denver Re- 
publican sarcastically inquires why the 
Senator doesn’t try the experiment on 
his own account for a while, as he has 
plenty of money and there are lots of 
farmers in California ready to borrow 
it. The Boston Advertiser thinks that 
Stanford's bill is being treated too se- 
riously. ‘It has,’’ says the Advertiser, 
‘neither common sense nor constitu- 
tional law behind it, and,even if enacted 
by the present Congress, would proba- 
bly be pronounced invalid by the~ Su- 
preme Court.’’ The Detroit Tribune 
has this to say: 


Senator Stanford's scheme fixes no limit 
to the amount of issue but the demand of 
the people. This would be insatiable. Fa. 
voritism in loan bureaus would enable men 
to borrow millions on inflated valuations. 
Hundreds would get wealthy on a tide of 
speculation, and after a period of feverish 
and fictitious prosperity the collapse would 
come. Amore complicated, top-heavy or 
dangerous scheme of inflating the currency 
than Senator Stanford’s land-loaning pro- 
ject could not easily be devised. Fiat cur- 
rency, with nothing but. wind behind it, 
would be safer and less costly. 


And this is what the Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch thinks: 

The California Senator is one of the larg- 
est stockholders in the corporation which 
holds tedwy-the largest land grant given by 
the Government. The relations between 
the land-grant corporation and the Govern- 
ment are of the most unsatisfactory char- 
acter, anditis notoriously managed with 
} the express purpose of escaping the repay- 

ment of the subsidy which the Government 
lent it in addition totheland gift. It would 
be a notable addition if Senator Stanford 
and his associates could get some scores of 
millions more out of the Government for an 
inde finite period at 2 per cent. interest.

Why Mr. Bullock Sold Out.to the 
Fe, 


‘The Rock Island Road is Headed for 
Los Angeles. 


Some Unique..Features of the Latest 
Improved Locomotive. 


That New San Diego County Scheome—The 
General Passenger Agents’ Meet- 
ing—General, Local and 
Personal. 


Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix Rail- 
road Company has purchased the Dul- 
lock road—the’ Prescott and Arizona 
Central,—which extends from a connec- 
tion with the Atlantic and Pacific, at 
Prescott Junction, to the city of Pres- 
cott, seventy-four miles. The Santa Fé 
Company made a proposition for this 
piece of road some time ago, but Presi- 
dent T. S. Bullock refused the offers, 
and the former thereupon made a feint 
of building an. entirely new road to 
parallel it-from Ash Fork. This had 
the desired effect, it appears, for within 
the past week Mr. Bullock is said. to 
have accepted the terms offered, and it 
will not be necessary to build a new 
road from the Atlantic and Pacific to 
Prescott. Itis stated that asa result 
of this dedl the construction forces will 
be moved down to Prescott and set to 
work making the road to Phoenix, where 
none now exists. 
THE ROCK ISLAND TO THE COAST, ~- 

A Chicago special dispatch to the 
Chronicle says that President Cable of 
the Rock Island road will start shortly 
on a long Western teur, and it is be- 
lieved that his’ journey means the inau- 
guration of arrangements to tap Cali- 
fornia with a»ajew line. The Rock 
Island system reaches to Denver, where 
close connection $s afade with the Rio 
Grande road for Salt Lake City. Be- 
yond that point dt must depend on the 
Central Pacific, which is tied up with 
the Union Pa¢ific, for through business, 
As a consequenée thé Kock Island gets 
comparatively ne traffic in which there 
is profit.

WELLS-FARGO’S BANK. 


Rumors That Lloyd Tevis is to Retire 
from the Presidency. 


Wells, Fargo & Co’s Bank on Thursday 
rumors have been set afloat that the di- 
rectors were not altogether pleased 
with certain features of the manage- 
ment, and that there had been a clash- 
ing of interests which would lead to the 
resignation of President Lloyd Tevis, 
says the San Francisco Chronicle of 
Saturday. Mr. Tevis is at the head of 
both the bank and Wells, Fargo & Co’s 
Express, and has been so for years. 
During the period of his presidency in 
these two concerns he has amassed 
great wealth, having made many very 
fortunate investments and having 
placed much money at interest. He is 
considered one of the shrewdest finan- 
ciers of this city, and all the banking 
people are willing to give him great 
credit for his sagacious way of turning 
over money and making the best of op- 
portunities, large and small. But it is 
asserted by some of those acquainted 
with his methods that they are not 
always such as his follow-officers of the 
bank feel free to approve, and that it 
is criticism of them that has led to the 
rupture. 

Of course, this trouble is all in the 
Wells-Fargo family. Not one of the 
bank officers or directors will vadmit 
that there has been, or is likely to be, 
the slightest friction, but one of them 
asserts that Mr. Tevis has been desirous 
of.resigning for some time. 

Director W. F. Norris, who was asked 
about the matter, assured the reporter 
that “there was nothing in it.’”’ He 
went to some pains to explain why 
“there was néthing in it,’? but he had 
no remarks to makegouching the doings 
of the board of directors at their pri- 
vate meeting. 

“It was just an ordinary meeting.’’ 
he said, ‘‘nothing out of the common— 
noth ng of a special nature.”’ 

And then Mr. Norris went on to ex- 
press his surpfise at the rumor that 
there had been any dissatisfaction with 
Mr. Tevis’s management of affairs, and 
that he had concluded to resign. _. 

When Direetor George E. Gray was 
seen he said Mr. Norris had spoken 
truly. There was nothing in it. 

‘‘Has Mr. Tevis ever talked of resign- 


.ing?’’ was:asked. 


‘Oh, yes; but not to outsiders, only to 
intimate friends. He has never told 
anybody outside. It wasjust informal, 
you know, nothing official or positive. 
He just said he would like so resign.” 

‘‘Because of onerous. duties or “espon- 

sibilities?’’ 
“Oh, no. You see he has such well- 
experienced subordinates, men who 
know just how everythipg should be 
done, that the affairs of the bank -go 
along very smoothly. The work is not 
trying to Mr. Tevis. Mind you, he has 
said nothing in a definite way about re- 
tiring.”’ 

Lloyd Tevis could not be found in the 
city lastevening. Nor could John J. 
a. nt of 
bank and express company. It was 
learned that both of those gentlemen 
had started for the East yesterday, and 
it was given out that they went on im- 
portant business for the bank. Their 
destination is New York. Whatchanges 
will be made in the bank and express 
company’s list of officers on their return 
can only be guessed at, but report says 
that another man is to be sident, 
and, as for the rest, there are various 
rumors which may or may not prove 
true. 


~ BLEW HIS BRAINS OUT. 


A Sensational Suicide at Alhambra 
Last Evening. 


Harry Hassian of Pasadena Kills Himself 
in the Presence of a Friend, Who 
Was Powerless to Prevent 
the Mad Act. 


A sensational suicide occurred at Al- 
hambra last evening, Harry Hasslan, a 
young blacksmith of Pasadena, blowing 
his brains out on the street, in the pres- 
ence of a friend, who was powerless to 
prevent the mad act. ' 

The deed was premeditated and de- 
liberate arrangements made for carry- 
ing itinto effect. Yesterday afternoon 
at Pasadena Hasslan declared .his in- 
tention of killing himself, but stated 
that he first wanted to goto Alhambra 
to tell his friend, George Montfort, a 
saloon-keeper at that place, good-bye. 
He accordingly started out on foot for 
Alhambra, accompanied by a friend, and 
in due time arrived at Montfort’s sa- 
loon. On the way Hasslan repeatedly 
declared his intention of ending his 


life, and at the saloon stated his 
purpose to Montfort, who also 
tried to reason with him. MHasslan 


coolly talked over his contemplated sui- 
cide, and kept his hand on his revolver, 
so that it could not be taken from him. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock Hasslan and his 
friend left the saloon and started to re- 
turn toPasadena. They had gone about 
a block, when Hasslan suddenly asked 
his companion if he wanted to see him 
kill himself. The young man_ replied, 
‘‘My God, no; don’t do anything like 
that.”” Almost immediately Hasslan 


pulled the trigger, but the young man 
who was with him noticed the move- 
ment and knocked the revolver up at 
the moment it was discharged, the 
bullet missing its mark. Hasslan then 
started to run, and bad gone a few 
yards when he again placed the revolver 
to his head and fired. This time his 
aim was sure. The ball entered the 
temple and the desperate man sank to 
the ground, dying almost instantly. 
The body was at once removed to an 
undertaking establishment, and the Cor- 
oner notified, who will go out this morn- 
ing and hold an inquest. 
e cause of the tragedy could not be 
definitely learned last night, but it was 
stated that family trouble was at the 
bottom of it, the nature of which could 
not be ascertained. hae 

Hasslan was about 80 years of age, 
and, as stated above, is a blacksmith by 
trade. He was a member of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity, and, it is said, stood 
high in that order, ‘He was quite pop- 
ular in Pasadena, and, although some- 
thing of a sporting turn, was well 
thought of. 

At the inquest today a close investi- 
gation will be made, and all the facts 
connected with the tragedy will, be 
brought out.

THE CHURCHES. 


Dr. Thomson at the Unitarian 
Church. 


An Eloquent Sermon Listened to by a 
Large Congregation. 


Rev. Mr. Smithers’s Discourse at Tem- 
ple Street Christian Church. 


“Conditions of Spiritual Harvest” Discussed 
by Rev. Mr. Chichester at Immanuel 
Church—At the First Meth- 
odist Church, 


A 


It is not often that a congregation 
crowds the pulpit in a Los Angeles 
church, but the announcement of Rev. 
Dr. Thomson’s subject for yesterday 
morning’s discourse attracted many 
more people than could be accommo- 
dated within the church edifice*at the 
corner of Third and Hill streets. Extra 
chairs filled the side alcoves of the 
auditorium, the aisles, the space in 
front of the pulpit and every available 
niché, chairs being brought from ‘the 
neighboring residences when the church 
supply gave out. When all these were 
filled those who could find standing 
room in the vestibules or about the 
auditorium were content to occupy it 
patiently throughout the service. In- 
deed the intellectual giant who came 
out from Boston more than a year ago 
to take charge of this church has proved 
to be a veritable Phillips Brooks and 
draws from Sunday to Sunday many 
more people than can be accommodated. 

The text was from I Corinthians 
xiii: 12, and the topic, ‘‘Does the Bible 
Teach that We Shall Know One An- 
other After Death, in the World Un- 
seen?’’ was made intensely interesting 
by the vivid manner in which it was 
treated by the Unitarian divine. The 
Bible does not go into details—it does 
not deal in. description—it gives us 
rather great principles and allows the 
experiences of life to teach us how to 
apply these prineiples. Repetition and 
minute detail of description may in- 
terest but it does not satisfy. After a 
brief reference to the works of Sweden- 
borg and of Andrew Jackson Davis and 
a rather caustic commentary upon the 
unsatisfactory mature of their cate- 
gorical revelations, the speaker took up 
the Bible account of the unseen world 
and its mysterious forces, which he dis- 
cussed and presented in his own clear, 
analytical style, but without criticism, 
his intention being, as he stated, only 
to answer the question ‘‘What does the 
Bible say?’’? It teaches love and love 
implies sociability. 

We shall have forms in wor 
ing expression to the spirits we shall be 
conscious of when we go into that ex- 
istence. The Bible says: ‘‘We shall 
know as we are known.’’ Isn’t that 
enough? We should put into our lives 
the grand principles of the Bible and 
let them work out by evolution. It is 
wrong toask too many questions. Trust 
in God and let His joyful surprises come 
to us as it pleases Him to lift the veil of 
the future. 

A short digression upon ‘‘mind- 
reading’ as a modern development of 
unseen forces called out a strong ex- 


| pression of mms gs from the speaker to 


the effect that whatever expertness 
could be gained in mind-reading or 
muscle-reading or similar practices was 
only.to be attaimed by a process of 
mental degradation and the whole thing 
showed a morbid, unwholesome craving. 
He advised his hearers to be normal 
and to shun sych researches as uu- 
healthy and bad. There was a murmur 
of applause from the congregation at 


‘this point. 


The topic for next Sunday morning 
was annonnced to be “The Fall of 
Man.’’ Notwithstanding the many vol- 
umes that have been written on this 
subject, it is safe to say that Dr. Thom- 
son will have something of interest to 
impart upon it. The trustees have 
adopted a sensible rule, under which all 
seats in this church are made,free im- 
mediately after the singing of the open- 
inghymn. The punctuality of the seat- 
holders is consequently beautiful to be- 
hold. 

TEMPLE STRERT CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 

The Temple Street Christian Church 
was well filled yesterday morning, and 
the pastor, Rev. A. C. Smither, 
preached an able and instructive dis- 
course, basing his remarks upon the 
type of the Christian life in Israel’s 
wandering forty years in the wilder- 
ness, or the analogy between the trials 
and work ot the church to fit and pre- 
pare the Christian for the full enjoy- 
ment of heavén, and that of Israel in 
the wilderness to prepare them for the 
land of Canaan. The sermon was a 
clear, explicit and forcible exposition 
of the analogy from the time of deliv- 
erance from bondage, or sin, to the di- 
viding of Jordan, temporal or spiritual, 
and the entrance into. heaven, and 
abounded in lessons of admonition and 
advice to the church. 

Following is a brief extract of the 
sermon: 

They were one body, followed one leader, 
united under one banner, looking to the 
same destiny; here were no divisions 
among them as we see today in the church, 
following ocafter this leader or that, 
wearing different names to distinguish 
them one from the other as separate bodies. 
They were all enlisted under one name. It 
isa sad comment, on the church of today 
that it is so divided against itself. They 
found no waterin the wilderness, became 
thirsty. and murmured, but the reck was 
smitten and there was plenty of water; be- 
fore salvation was given to menthe Saviour 
of men was smitten. His side was riven, 
from which fiowed a spring of living water 
for all peoples, that would satisfy 
the thirst, and Be who drinks of this 
fountain shall thifst no more. They found 
no food, but the God of Israel provided 
them with the manna from heaven daily 
sufficient to Sati#fy their hunger. They 
sometimes lost faith. fell into disbelief and 
imurmured, wanted the-food that should 
satisfy the perverted appetite—perverted 
by sinful indulgences—-but were supplied 
‘only with manna.’ The church today wants 
too much of the world, craves to indulge in 

ictures of the fancy, the memory of past 
habits, and to satisfy that craving are will- 
ing to neglect ‘the duties they owe to God 
and the church; there is too much of the 
world in the church. 

They were troubled with unbelief often 
times and forgot that God had delivered 


them out of tne’ hand of bondage, out of 
the tyrannical hand of Egyptian. slavery

A certain boldness and 
audacity in business, in love and in re- 
ligion are always essential to success, 
Along with this spiritual boldness there 
must be a ptodigal liberality in the 
use of means. ‘Cast your bread upon 
the waters,’ says the wise man. 
‘In the morning sow thy seedand in the 
evening withhold not thy hand.’ All of 
which means that there is a certain 
scattering of vour substance that always 
brings increase. This is true alike in 
worldly and spiritual things. Don't 
stint yourself or be niggardly in any of 
life’s expenditures. ut your money 
not merely into one venture, but into 
many and use a large-hearted profuse- 
ness and liberality in all your enter- 
prise and activity, and in the end your 
bread will come back to you with large 
and wide profit. For though there may 
be an occasional failure, though there 
may be ‘a dry year’ now and then and 
a poor crop or no crop at all, yet, tak- 
ing one year with another, you will be 
provided for and find in the long run 
that it pays to sow every year without 
paying any attention to either the wind 
or the clouds.”’

Pekin Ducks. 
tOhio Cultivator. ] 

The Pekin is the duck to raise for 
market. There are other good ducks. 
The Aylesbury and Rouen are very pop- 
ular and by some considered better than 
the Pekin, but we venture to say the 
number of Pekin ducks sold in our mar- 
kets today far exceeds the other kinds. 
The Pekin is a white, large and beauti- 
fully formed duck and has every essen- 
tial point to commend it for table pur- 
pose. Youcanselect the breed that 
best suits your market, and hatch, if 
possible, all your eggs in incubators, do- 
ing ewer nearly altogether with the old 
plan of hatching undera hen, Twenty- 
eight days it takes to hatch the eggs. 
You often get them outa day or two 
earlier when you have a reliable incu- 
bator. They are always reared under 
brooders the same aschickens. They 
eat about the same as young chicks and 
are far less subject to sickness, growing 
hardy on milk, oatmeal and small green 
foods after they are a few days old, the 
diet being coarser as they increase in 
size. At ten weeks, yes, even at nine, 
they are frequently marketed. 

Pekih ducks being white and having 
yellow legs, are more beautiful when 
dressed for market than some others. 
This brings buyers at high prices, an 
advantage when you .aim for profits. 
The Pekin is also a large duck, drakes 
in some instances weighing ten and 
eleven pounds each, but these weights 
are excessive and not as frequent as six 
or eight pounds or from twelve to fif- 
teen poundstothe pair. They are the 
best laying duck that we have and very 
rarely wish to sit. 
ture early, and are extremely hardy, 
points very desirable and séught for in 
either land or water fowl. 


Fowls Eating Feathers Indicates an Un. 
healthy Condition. -

When hens eat their feathers it is a 
symptom that something is wrong with 


| their food. Giving too much corn is a 


common cause of this habit. The hens 
grow fat at first from the excess of car- 
bon or starch this grain possesses, but 
soon become unhealthy and stop laying. 
Even when more nitrogenous and min- 
eral food is given care must be given 
not to over-feed. The only way to se- 
cure entire healthfulmeSs with any 
breed is to give them plenty of room, 
and if of the lazy Asiatic breeds, that 
dislike: exercise, then force them to it 
by giving them food mixed with straw 
or chaff so that they must scratch to 
getit. The fowls that pick over heaps 
of horse manure for scattered oats may 
not be engaged in cleanly business, but 
the do mot become diseased as fowls 
will that are cooped up and fed only 
clean grain.

Mrs. HUMPHREY WARD, author of “Robert 
Elsinere.” (New York: Maciillan & Co.*) 


Mrs. Ward;is a powerful dramatist. 
“All the world is a stage.’’ and marvel- 
lously has she written the wonderful 
drama ot life. Every page in the work 
before us is palpitating with human 
emotion and human experience. Her 
heroes and heroines are exceedingly 
human, and that accounts for the un- 
flagging interest which the reader feels 
inthem. David Grieve and his sister 
Louise we follow from their quiet rural 
English ‘home, where life for these 
young orphans lies in such hard places, 
to the larger life of the great cities of 
London, Manchester and Paris.
